Muskogee, Okta., July 7,—At 12 
last night, according to laws and trea- 
ties, the Cherokee nation passed into 
history. 

More advanced in civilization than 
any other Indians, the Cherokees in 
the matter of winding up their tribal 
affaira have shown that-same degree 
of inteHigenee and statesmanship 
whieh has characterized: the nation 
since its removal to Indian Territory 
in 1830. 

All tribal property has been con- 
verted into cash and each Cherokee 
has received his allotment. Indian 
Commissioner Cato Sells will now 
distribute the remaining cash on 
hand—$600,000—or about $16 per 
capital, to the 21,000 members of 
the tribe. 

Secretary of the Interior Lane and 
Commissioner Sellg yesterday wired 
W. C. Rogers, principal Cherokee 
chief, at Palequah, Okla., announcing 
the closing of the affairs of the Cher- 
okees, and praising the character of 
the Cherokees. 

The Cherokees originally owned or 
claimed a vast empire extending from 
the western boundaries of Arkansas 
to the’ foothills of the Rocky moun- 
tains and from Kansas to the north 
boundary line of Western Texas. Var- 
ious treaties, agreements and changes 
have so affected the holdings of the 
tribe that with the closing of its af- 
fairs the total acreage held by the 
citizens of the nation through the in- 
dividual allotments is 4,420,070 
acres. This acreage has under treaty 
stipulations been divided equally 
among those members of the tribe 
found to be entitled to nreolment, 
and individual patents have been is- 
‘| Sued by the United States to each of 
them.

IN STATE OF MICHIGAN 


Lanse, -Mich., July 7.—With more 
than a dozen attorneys. on hand to 
represent state and defense, the trial 
of Charles H. Moyer, president of the 
Western Federation of Miners, Guy 
Miller, J. C. Lowney and William 
Mills, members of the national execu- 
tive council, together with 31 other 
officials and members of the federa- 
tion on charges of conspiracy, was 
scheduled to start this afternoon be- 
fore Judge Patrick H. O.Brien of 
Calumet, in the Barga county circuit 
court. The trial is the direct out- 
come of the grand jury investigation 
of violence by strikers in the recent 
labor war in the Michigan copper 
country.

CONDITIONS 


New York, July 7.—Pitiful and il- 
legal child labor conditions were re- 
vealed at a hearing before the state 
factory investigating commission. 

George Hall, of the New York child

LONGER LIGHT WEIGHT 


CHAMPION 


OF THE WORLD 


WELSH IS CHAMPION, 

Willie Ritchie is no longer the 
world’s lightweight champion. 
Yesterday the San Francisco boy, 
in a contest which admitted of no 
doubt, resigned the title, and 
wonder of wonders, to an English- 
man, plucky little Freddie Welsh. 
It is long since an Englishman has 
held a world’s championship box- 
ing title and the Londoners have 
gone crazy over the result. 

The fight was unusual. At least 
three profminent clergymen were 
‘n the audience and one was in 
the ring acting as announcer. 

Eugene Corri, the famous ref- 
eree of the National Sporting Club 
of London, officiated as third man 
in the ring. 


London, Eng., July 7.—Freddie 
Welsh, lightweight champion of Eng- 
land, today beat Willie Ritchie on 
points in the. 20-roand fight for the 
lightweight championship of the 
world at Olympia. 

In the opening rounds Welsh 
scored more points than Ritchie. In 
the fifth round, however, Ritchie 
forced the fighting and in this and 
the next two reunds there was some 
sharp exchanges and heavy infight- 
itig in which Ritchie generally got 
the upper hand. 

Several times. the American was 
cautioned for’holding in the clinches. 

In the eighth round the-Welshman 
recovered his liveliness and in this 
and the ninth round forced the fight- 
ing and had the better of the encoun- 
ter. 

When -half the match was over 
Welsh led easily on points. 

Welsh obtained more points in the 
eighteenth, which left Ritchie with 
a bleeding lip.

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AIR BOAT TO CROSS 
ATLANTIC IS MAKING 
SUCCESSFUL FLIGHT. 


Hammondsport, N. ¥. -July 7.— 
With Glenn Curtis at the wheel, the 
flying boat America made four suc- 
cessful and spectacular flights and on 
the final flight made a speed of 62 
miles an hour. 

A total load of 6,007 pounds was 
hanging on the America’s wings as 
she made her four snappy tests. She 
broke her own record for weight lift- 
ing. Never has the America planed 
with such each ease or reached the 
top of the water with such speed. She 
obeyed the levers and her rudders 
and planes like athing alive. 

Once while planin~ on the water 
surface she attained a speed of 65 
miles. 

DWuring the tests the America was 
equipped with the pontoons designed 
for the ancient Langley hydroplane 
which now lies near the Curtiss han- 
gars. These pontoons will be re- 
moved and others capable of the same 
lifting powers and displacement will 
be substituted. 

Curtiss contemplates changing ma- 
terfally the bottom of the boat and 
the formation of the fins.

AS FINISHING 
PITCHER 


Lt will be thapeonthte for Walter 
Johnson to amass as high a percent- 
age of victories this season as he did 
last, put indications point to the 
prize winner of 1913 equaling. one 
of his records of that campaign— 
namely, pitching more complete 
games than any other major league 
artillerist. Last year Sir Walter 
went the route in 29 controversies. 
Tyler, the Braves’ southpaw, rinning 
him a close race for the honor of be- 
ing a stickér by finishing 28 of the 
games in which he had been his man- 
ager’s pioneer choice. 

Caldwell of the Yankee has the 
unique record of having finished 
every game he has started—and his 
starts have numbered 11. Joe Wood 
of the Red Sox lasted through both 
games in which Manager Bill Carri- 
gan’ selected him to officiate, and 
Kahler of the Naps, Lupue of the 
Braves and Kantlehner of the Pirates 
went from start to finish in the lone 
contests in which they were picked by 
their leaders to subdue the enemy. 
Kahler and Luque lost their combats 
and were sent to minor league teams. 
Kantlehner won his game, but a 
lame arm since has kept him idle. 

Johnson has a “‘finishing’’ average 
of .933; that is his percentage of 
games in which he has lasted when 
he has been Clark Griffith’s original 
pitching nominee. The Senator 
would have a perfect record, like 
Caldwell, had his commander not 
pulled off the slab in the game 
against Detroit on Bay 25 after the 
Senators had piled up an eight run 
lead in seven innings.

Can you im- 
agine Bob Fitzsimmons in his fighting 
days dawdling through 20 rounds 
with Johnson, taking a constant tap- 
ping and mauling and never once 


“| tossing victory or defeat into the bal- 


ance and going in to beat down his 
man or be beaten down himself? 
Fitzsimmons never went into a fight 
without taking ‘chances and doing 
his level best. At Carson, a middle- 
weight fighting a heavyweight for the 
championship of the world—and the 
cleverest heavyweight in the world 
at that—Freckied Bob fought an up- 
hill fight, steadily, doggedly aggress- 
ive, until his unceasing attack wore 
Corbett down and prepared. him for 
the ‘terrific solar plexis blow that 
gave Fitzsimmons thé title. He took

chances—a hundred of them. John 
Sullivan always went to fight until he 
dropped himself. Jim Jeffries would 
not take a backward step when he 
fought. Neither would Tom Shar- 
key.

“Frank Moran, from all accounts, 
was -outclassed. His gymnasium- 
built strength was first to give out. 
Clean living could not offset John- 
son’s skill and natural physical pow- 
ers. Johnson’s style of fighting, al- 
ways defensive, waiting and count- 
erine when the other man’s attack 
leaves him open, made Moran forget 
what he knew of boxing and hard hit- 
ting. Early in the fight he realized 
that he was outclassed. and from 
that time on he “stuck it out.’’ Moran 
deserves credit for his gameness un- 
der the punishment. But that sort of 
gameness, without aggressive fight- 
ing courage, doesn’t win great fights.

adviser, City Attorney Hall, who explicitly told the city council it 
must call the election, that it could be compelled by a writ of man- 
date to call the election, AND THE COUNCIL SAT BACK COMPLA- 
CENTLY AND SAID: ‘‘LET THEM MANDAMUS US THEN.’’ 

Not only did the council refuse to recognize the power of the char- 
ter and the will of the people, not. only did the countil re- 
fuse to recognize the advice of its own attorney, BUT 
THE COUNCIL REFUSED EVEN TO ALLOW THE READING 
OF AN ORDINANCE PREPARED BY ITS OWN LEGAL AD.- 
VISER ON THE SUBJECT. 

THE COUNCIL SAID IN EFFECT: ‘‘WE NOT ONLY WILL 
NOT CALL THIS ELECTION, WE NOT ONLY SET AT DEFIANCE
